DRIAD THEIR ANCEST@RS. 


So the Gwari Pagans Anpease Thelr 
Spirits With Food a ~ Drink. 


It is always a matter of great diffi- 
culty to get any really satisfactory 
idea of the religion of pagan tribes. 
During a stay of some three years 
among the Gwaris, however, I was 
able to form some notion of what waa 
at the back of their minds. They 
have an idea of a supreme being, 
hut do not worship him in any way 
that I have been able to discover. 
just their pag. 
anized conception of the Mohamme 
dan Allah. 

Their actual worship is more close. 
ly connected with the spirits of their 
ancestors. They appear to live in 
dread lest these spirits should work 
damage to their farms, and with this 
in view they are careful to supply 
them at regular intervals with food 
and drink, which are deposited near 
their graves. 
case of chiefs in the royal compound, 
and huts are built over them, won- 
derfully decorated with bright colors. 
In other cases the graves may be dug 
in some lonely place away from the 
houses of the living and often in the 
depths of the forest. 

A spirit house which I have often 
visi is in a woodland glade within 
half a mile of my compound and be- 
longs to the family of the chief but- 
cher of Kuta. Owing to its proxim- 
ity to my abode it has fallen into dis- 
use, as the pagans became somewhat 
chary of performing their mysterious 
rites so near the white man. 

Some departed spirits are supposed 
to inhabit the large trees which are 
to be found in almost every pagan 
town, and small earthenware pots 
containing food may be seen sur- 
rounding these trees. 

It is not often that one can see the 
Gwaris at their religious exercises,

DIRECT LEGISLATION 


If the farmers from the southern 
part of this riding who are busily en- 
gaged trying to organize a movement 
designed to land a gentleman with 
ambitions into the legislature were to 
devote their efforts to a campaign of 
education for Direct’ Legislation it 
would Jikely result in some ultimate 


good tothe farmers and all other| 


classes of the community, Direct 
legislation in brief is the application 
of the initiative and referendum to 
the system of government. It is’ in 
its experimental stages in the state of 
Oregon, and the results in that state 
will have considerable to do with the 
progress of the movement elsewhere. 
Under the system as it is being ex- 
perimented with in Oregon, the ini- 
tiative requires a petition signed by a 
per centage of voters, fixed by the act 
upon which the state legislature is 
compelled to act, Any organization 
has the power to staré an agitation 
und work upon initiative petition. 
Supposing for example the Unitec 
Farmers Association wanted to see 
placed upon the statutes an act pro- 
viding for some change or amendment 
to the law of especial interest to 
agricultural classes. The — petition 
would be drawn up in the general 
form required by law and circulated. 
Precautions are taken by the provi- 
sion for heavy fines aud imprison- 
ment for illegal signatures and only 
bona fide electors have the privilege 
of signing the petition. Every sheet 
for petitioners names must be attach- 
ed to a copy of the proposed measure, 
‘or amendment, and the petitions 
when completed are sent to the secre- 
tury of state. The act is then re- 
ferred to the electors at the next en- 
suing election and if the plebiscite 
proves favorable the.logislature is un-

The Caradian Muskrat !s Cleverer 
Than the Beaver. 


When it comes to ngenulty in con- 
struction and system domestic ar 

rangements the beaver, master build- 
er that he 1s, can give the little Can- 
adian muskrat few pointers. In build- 
ing its house the muskrat selects 1 

spot on the low marsh land that will 

be flooded at high tide ‘or -high water 
if on non-tidal margins. The animal 

tunnels from the bank of the stream 

or lagoon or pond, as the case may 
be, beginning below the edge of low 
water mark, to the site it has select- 
ed for its home. 

These preliminaries completed, the 
muskrat cuts with its chisel-like 
teeth the broad, strong stalks and 
leaves of the flag and long. coarse 
grags. These materials the busy lit- 
tle builder carries to the building 
site, where it braids and twists them 
together in circular form and_ builds 
them layer upon layer, gradually nar. 
rowing the structure until a firm, 
cone shaped house is the result. This 
is further strengthened and made 
comfortable ey a liberal mixture of 
mortar made the muskrat out of 
the marsh mud. 

The interior of a muskrat's house 
is always divided into two floors or 
stories. Sometimes it will have as 
many as four apartments, one above 
the other. The number is believed 
to be regulated by the expected height 
of the water. Access to them from 
below is by a chamber or gallery 
built around the inner edge of the 
house and rising like a spiral stair- 
way. The muskrat expects and wants 
the ground floor of its house to be 
flooded, but there must always be a 
dry, warm room at the top. The in. 
terior is lined with a sheathing of 
dry grasses and leaves. The only en- 
trance and exit to the house is the 
subterranean passage from the bank | 
of the water, the ground floor being 
on a level with that tunnel.

Hon. Geo, P. Graham Announces 
That the Government Has Defin- 
itely Decided to Construct Road to 
Hudson Bay—Estimated Road In- 
cluding elevators and Other Facili- 
ties Will Cost About $30,000,000. 


Ottawa.—The most ieportant an- 
nouncement made by Hon. Geo. P. 
Graham, in connection with his an- 
nual railway budget, was that the 
government has definitely decided to 
aos the’ Hudson Bay railway 
tself, 

When the road is built a plan for 
the operation of the road will be sub- 


" mitted to parliament. 


Arrangements will be entered into 
for the construction of elevators and 
terminal facilities, and steamships to 

ly between Hudson Bay and Great 

ritain. 

Mr. Graham said that the supple- 
mentary estimates would contain a 
sum which parliament would be ask- 
ed to vote, and that he would then 
go into the whole question of this 
road in detail. 

In introducing the matter the min- 
ister of railways first réviewed the 
failure of previous attempts to build 
the railway and remarked that the 
name of Mr, Hugh Sutherland would 
always be recalled in connection with 
the serious attempts which have been 
made to provide this route for the 
west. In view of the failure of private 
companies to build the line he said 
the government had displayed its 
et wisdom in taking up the matter 

self.

Mr. Ma- 
grath also depreciated the custom of 
unlimited renewals of charters which 
had the effect of Hopeding railway 
construction by taking up large sec- 
tions of the country. e suggested 
that all interests seeking charters 
should, as an evidence of good faith, 
be compelled to deposit five per cent. 
of the ‘money it was proposed to 
spend on the project. 


Flax Seed Scare 

Minneapolis.—Linseed oil and paint 
manufacturers are sounding a warn- 
ing to flax farmers to place orders 
for seed with seedmen at once to as- 
sure a supply at seeding time. Last 
year there was a shortage of 12,000,000 
bushels in the crop due to the almost 
complete failure of the crop in North 
Dakota and reduced yields in South 
Dakota and Minnesota which dis- 
tricts must supply this year’s seed.

Remarkable Speech in ‘British House 
of Commons by Sir Edward 
Gpey, Foreign Secretary 


London.—Sir Edward Grey, the for- 
eign secretary leading the house of 
commons in Premier Asquith’s ab- 
sence made an important announce- 
ment in the. government’s _ policy. 
Reginald McKenna, fitst lord of the 
admiralty, in defence of his estimates 
against attacks fm certain quarters, 
explained that in 1914 Great Britain 
would have thirty and Germany twen- 
ty-one Dreadnoughts—not, he said, an 
unreasonable margin. The size of the 
British navy, he added, practically 
of Germany, 
and unless some change occurred in 
the German naval law this year 
would be the high water mark in the 
British estimates. 

Secretary Grey, affirming Mr. Mc- 
Kenna’s assertions, emphasized the 
cordiality of Great Britain’s foreign 
relations and his earnest desire that 
nothing should disturb their friend- 
ships, especially with Germany. 

e then dealt with the difficulties 
to be encountered in the disarmament 
question and pointed out that it was 
the most civilized nations that spent 
the most on armaments, asserting 
that unless the mischief was brought 
home to men’s feelings as well as to 
their minds, the growth of armaments 
must in the long run break civiliza- 
tion down. 

Some thought, the secretary con- 
tinued, that it would end in war. He 
thought that likely it would end in 
international revolution. 

Anyway, the rivalry would not be 
stopped by any single nation dropping 
out of the race. Although Great Brit- 
ain had a strong navy her army was 
small and an agreement with Ger- 
many needed careful handling.~~ ~ 

He was hopeful, however, that 
something might be done. Any real 
limitation of armaments, he declared, 
must depend on nations learning, like 
individuals, to resort to law instead 
of force to arms. . 

He referred to President Taft’s ar-

said: 

Such a statement ought not to go 
without response. We should be de- 
lighted to have such a ia sal made 
to us. We should feel that it was 
something so momentous and so far 
reaching in its possible consequences 
that it would require not only the 
signature of both governments but 
the deliberate and decided sanction 
of parliament. That, I believe, would 
be given.”

“In entering an_ agreement of this 
kind,” said Sir Edward Grey, ‘there 
would be risks and you must be pre- 
pared to make some sacrifice of na- 
tional pride. I know that to produce 
changes public opinion must 
reach very high ideals, higher than 
some think possible, but men’s minds 
are working in this direction and his- 
tory affords instances of reaching

THE U. 8. ARMY TO ASSIST THE 
" MEXICAN FORCES 


The Mobilization of 20,000 Troops at 

the Mexican Border is No Longer 
Shrouded in Mystery—The United 
States Determined to Put an End 
to Filibustering and Prevent the 
Smuggling of Arms.- - 


Washington, D. C.—That the ad- 
ministration has decided to dissemble 
\no longer its reasons for the sudden 
;and unprecedented moyement of 
troops to the Mexican border is in- 
dicated by the following despatch, re- 
tceived from the staff correspondent 
;of the Associated Press, who is ac- 
companying President Taft on his 
journey to Atlanta. - 

‘All doubt as to the purpose of the 
government in sending 20,000 troops 
to the Mexican border has at last 
{been swept away. The United States 
jhas determined that the revolution in 
the republic to the south must end. 
The American troops have been sent

Writes Following Letter Expressing 
His Views on Reciprocity Agree- 
ment Between U. 8. A 
and Canada | 
Sir,—I regret that, having to leave! 
for England on Thursday 1 shall not} 
be able to attend the meeting of the;

‘and to give my Views in person on 
the question of, reciprocity.
